Whitlam Schumaker ie dead and 4 
man known as “Big Bill’ may have to 
answer to a charge of mafsiaughter, 
or perhaps murder, because the em- 
ployés on Andrew Ford's ranch at Hol- 
lywood found four gallons of wine 
which the boss thought he had safely 
concealed. 

When the wine flowed blood flowed 
also. Schumaker attacked “Big Bill” 
with a butter knife, and the latter 
hit the German on the head with «4 
lantern, smashing the glass and cut- 
ting Schumaker above the right ear. 
Then he knocked the Teuton down and 
“booted” him on the head. The blow 
that really led to Schumaker’s death 
was delfvered in the region of the stom- 
ach, but whether “Big Bill” jumped on 
the man’s solar p'exus or not is for 
the Coroner to determine. Before he 
died the German said he was assaulted 
about the head, but made no remark 4s 
to having been hurt elsewhere.

A GREAT CLOCK. 


New York to Have the Largest One 
in the World—Larger Than 
“Big Ben.” 

[New York Heraid:) When the 
tower of the Metropolitan Life build- 
ing in Madison Square is completed 
New’ York will have what undoubtedly 
will be the largest clock In the world. 
That distinction has belonged (for 
many years to “Big Ben,” in Westmin- 
ster Abbey. London, the dial on which 
ie twenty-two and one-half feet, while 
that of the Metropolitan building clock 

will e twenty-five. 

It will be a clock suitable in every 


way to be a part of the tallest perma- oe 


nent structure in the world, as the 
new tower will be. The tower will be 
forty-eight stories, 658 feet above the 
street, and the clock will occupy part 
of the twenty-fifth, twenty-sixth and 
twenty-seventh fleors. The middle of 
the dial will be 346 feet above the 
street. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
dial will be a little more than half way 
between the street and the top of the 
tower, it will be far above all sur- 
rounding. bulldings. It will be fifty 
feet higher than the Flatiron build- 


immense size of the clock will 


make it easy to tell the time from a 


great distance. The letters on the 
dial will be four feet high. and the 


hands will be twelve féet long. 


No clock has been ordered for the 
building yet, and it is not known just 


how it will be run. Some of the largest 
clocks are run by electricity, while 
some of the newer ones use com- 
pressed air.
